A true bill, charging murder, was found bv 
the Grand Jury on Wednesday against Gold- 
■ ' sboroogh R. Bailey, and the prisoner was ar¬ 
raigned at the bar. The trial was set for Mon- 

• day, April 18th. The Grand Jury adjoum- 
> ed Saturday last, having completed Its work 

or the March session of Court, but was re- 

* assembled on Wednesday by order of the Court 
issued on Mooday, following the shooting of 
Mis. Laura Ennis at her home by Daily last 
Saturday night The Grand Jury occupied 
most of the day on Wednesday In the exami¬ 
nation of witnesses and sent down the In¬ 
dictment as above stated. In the afternoon. 

The testimony before the Grand Jury was 
conflicting In several particulars and whether 
murder In the first or eeoond degree, or man¬ 
slaughter, was committed, will be fixed at 
Baileys’ trial. The Grand Jury made no at¬ 
tempt to define the crime. It was not clearly 
developed as to the number of times Bailey 
went to the Ennis home ,nor was the testi¬ 
mony showing the intention, If any, very defi¬ 
nite. This will be, oeosasarily, decided large¬ 
ly by circumstantial evidence, and the Jury 
that tries Bailey for his life must settle this 
point Bailey has retained attorneys Miles 
and. Stanford to defend him and States At¬ 
torney Joseph L. fltlley will or induct the ease 
for the State. 

STORY OF THE TRAGEDY. 

The scene of the tragedy was at T’arkars' 
«3fill, about four miles from Salisbury. Hai- 
i fly’s wife, who vias before her marriage Miss 
'Henrietta Richardson, had gone to the Ennis 
borne, a abort distance from where she lived 
wtjty her husband, far protection, she stated. 

She bad been having trouble with him far 
some time, it is said, and he had driven her 
from home on several occasions. She spent 
moot of the day on Saturday at the Ennis’s, 
but went back to her own boose late in the 
afternoon to prepare her husband's supper. 
She returned to the Ennis’s Just before dark, 
saying be bad driven her away. About 7.80 
o’clock Bailey appeared at the Ennis home¬ 
stead and demanded that his wife return 
home, accused the Ennis’s of harboring her, 
and became very abusive. He was ordered 
to leave the Ennis’ premises and finally 
did so In a rage. After he had gone the En¬ 
nis family Med to persuade Mrs. Bailey to 
go borne. 

Here Is where the stories differ. One ver¬ 
sion is that Mis. Bailey refused to go through 
fear of her life and that Bailey returned, had 
an alteration with John Ennis, a son, and 
went away to oome back in a few minutes for 
the third time, with his gun, a straggle be¬ 
tween he and young Ennis result!i*;, during 
which the gun was discharged and Mrs. Ennis 
killed. » 

Another version presented to the Grand 
.Jury was that Mrs. Bailey started for home 
Jnt saw her husband caning with the gun 
and ran bank to the Ennis’s, thinking Bailey 
meant to shoot her. This witness testified 
that Bailey set his gun down under an apple 
trae and went on to the Ennis home, cursing 
and swearing and said he could kill the whole 
family at a coat of not over to 80 cents each. 
.It was further tartlfied that when John Ennis 
came out and told Bailey to dear out, threat¬ 
en big him with bodily violence, Bailey step¬ 
ped bank to where his gun was lying, picked 
It up and came toward young Ennis, crying 
to him to “stand back.” He pointed the gun 
at Ennis, who grabbed it by the barrels, mov¬ 
ing It aside a few inches as it was discharged. 

Mrs. Ennis, mother of the young man, and 
Alfred Joues, had followed Ennis into the 
yard and were standing in the line of fire. 
Both received a part of the load, Mrs. Ennis 
n the throat and side of her head, Jones in 
the left wrist and a stray Bhot or two striking 
him in other parts of bis body. Mrs. Eennls 
died w he rtfshe fell. Jones was not seriously

So far as 
the Municipal Government is concerned, 1 
know It Is not for Its best interest to act has¬ 
tily or use drvstlo measures, neither do l see 
the necessity of it, when the same can be ob¬ 
tained on a more conciliatory plan and one 
satisfactory to all parties. In fact, I do not 
consider it good business policy for the City 
Council to place Itself In ap antagonistic at¬ 
titude toward the Railroad Company, especial¬ 
ly at this time, when the Council is prepar¬ 
ing to spend from £75,000.00 to 8100,000.00 
for street improvements, and most of the mat¬ 
erial will have to be imprated by rail, over a 
line that would concur in a special rate, that 
has been the basis of oar estimates for the 
past year. This rate would benefit our town 
to the amount of about one thousand dollars 
or more, that would otherwise come out of 
the taxpayers, whose interest I feel it my 
duty to protect. In arranging to derive all 
the benefits passible by a judicial and econom¬ 
ical expenditure of their money, we have 
plenty of room for all we can get without

The Legislature should have 
given the people a fair election 
law, however. It was curreutlv 
reported around Annapolis aud 
predicted in these columns several 
wWks ago, that there would be do 
changes in the election law. The 
Democrats have tinkered on the 
laws .until they think they can 
win, no matter what the desire of 
tbe people is, and they do not in¬ 
tend any changes unless they can 
fasten their grip tighter. F*ake 
candidates and trick ballots there¬ 
fore are likely to become a fixture 
in Maryland politics unless tbe 
people (and it takes an extraordi¬ 
nary number of them under tbe 
law as i( stands) decide to elect a 
Republican majority of the Gen¬ 
eral Assembly. 

Tbe l)emocrats are attempting 
to fasten the blame for the defeat 
of the Murphy bill upon the Re¬ 
publicans. They cannot do so, 
however, in view of the circum¬ 
stances. The Democratic machine 
was opposed to any change and 
the Democratic party made no 
bona fide effort to enact a bill giv¬ 
ing square deal elections. The 
Murphy bill was amended out of 
all semblance to its original form 
|and sent to tbe House after mid¬ 
night on the last day of the ses¬ 
sion. And the Republicans killed 
it. They would not take the 
Democrats’ word for it that it con¬ 
tained no “snakes.” 

Who can blame them? As 
United States District Attorney 
Rose puts it: 

“With the experience that the 
people of Maryland have had of 
the 'snakes’ which have been so 
frequently introduced into our 
election laws by the politicians ot 
tbe dominant party in this State, 
the Republicans of the House of 
Delegates took tbe only position 
it was possible for them to take. 
None of them were, or in the na* 
tufe of things could be, in any 
physical condition after midnight 
upon the last day of the session to 
pass in a few minutes upon a bill 
which, in its final form, they had 
never before seen. They were, 
therefore, right in voting against 
the adoption of the amended bill. 
The reason why no reform in the 
reailv infamous election system of 
onr State reaulted from the labors 
of this General Assembly is that, 
at always before, tbe men who 


passed by a vote ot 63 to 32. What will 
be It* effect on tbe oyater industry la a

Wicomico’s i representation at 
the General Assembly was, on tbe 
whole, a satisfactory one,.politics 
aside. Mr. Dishsroon and Mr. 
Adams bad important committee 
assignments in tbe House and did 
good work. Senator Brewington 
was especially prominent in the 
Senate and few names were men¬ 
tioned in the dispatches oftener 
than his. He was, as ububI, a 
part of the machine and on po¬ 
litical measures a partisan of par¬ 
tisans. He was quick in debate 
however, and succeeded in throw¬ 
ing oil on the troubled waters sev¬ 
eral times whereby legislation for 
the good of the whole people was 
secured. The bills introduced bv 
him that were passed were few 
and unimportant, but be was in 
tbe lime-light daring the whole 
session. 

Senator Brewington and Dele¬ 
gates Disharocn and Adams voted 
for the Seth-Haman Oyater Plant¬ 
ing Law. Many of our people 
were opposed to this law, bat tbe 
general impression was that it was 
the best that coaid be obtained for 
the oystermen. As our corres¬ 
pondent has pointed out. ia his 
dispitches, if the tidewater mem¬ 
bers had not agreed upon this bill, 
it is likely that the Hainan bill in 
its original form would have been 
passed. Delegate Davis voted 
against ovster planting legislation 
consistently throughout the ses¬

The dam - 
age in money is impossible to es¬ 
timate, except to state that it will 
reach into tbe hundreds of mil¬ 
lions. 

More than $2,500,000 relief 
funds have been subscrii>ed and 
aid is being rushed to the stricken 
State as fast as possible. At the 
last reports, hundreds of thou¬ 
sands of people were destitute 
and homeless. They are sleeping 
out of doors and food was getting 
scarce. This condition however, 
should have been relieved to some 
extent before this is printed. Con¬ 
gress has voted $1,000,000 and 
General Pnn.-ton, commanding 
tbe Pacific coast troops, has been 
placed in charge. 

The cause of tbe earthquake is 
said by scientists to have been the 
formation of tbe rocky foundations 
of the earth at that point. It is 
probable that the slip, or fracture, 
in the underlying rocks which led 
to the disaster, occurred several 
miles beneath the surface.

Life Aid Action #1 Ctnuatitire Ste¬ 
phen Decatnr ir. Most Entertain¬ 
ingly Narrated. 

Dr. W. J. Rowan Ph. D,. delivered a very 
Interesting and entertaining as well as Instruc¬ 
tive lecture on the life and actions of Com¬ 
modore Stephen Decatur Jr., at the Masonic 
Temple Monday evening to about 125 people. 

Dr. Rowan told of the birth of Commodore 
Decatur In Worcester county, not far from 
Berlin, his subsequent removal to Philadel¬ 
phia and his training for a sea-faring life. 

In a very thrilling tone he told of Decatur's 
marvelous feat in the war with Tripoli and 
his later settlement with the government of 
Algiers. Dr. Rowan showed Commodore 
Decatur, by his deeds in the war of 1812 to 
be the true hero that he was.

Extermination 01 The Mosquito. 

Extermination of the mosquito is not only 
a piissibility but it am be rendered a simple 
matter and it can Ire accomplished at a comp¬ 
aratively small outlay. Certainly it could 
not be accomplished entirely without 
action upon the part of the Genera) Oover- 
mant but if the mosquito progenitor Is but 
semi-mcKeatory as I belive to be the tame any 
State ran obtain results satisfactory. In 
moderate weather, even in mid 1 winter if we ' 
start a pot of cabbage to boiling, leaving a 
door or window open the room will swarm 
with a variety of files,the blue fly predominat¬ 
ing. The blue fly Is the progenitor of the 
house fly. This sudden upixanuxw of tlie 
flii-s at such a time of the year is proof 
positive Hurt they are hibernating in tiint 
locality, und tiiat they ure but seml-migra 
lory. We may most consistently expect tlie 
same to be tlie case with the mosquito prog¬ 
enitor. The mosquito progenitor is u small 
slender fly bniring no conspicuous resemblnce 
to the iisisipiito. The queen blows stagnant 
water, ami her blows develop Into wiigglers, 
and tlie wrigglers develop into mosquitoes. 
Her preference for rain water is as strung 
as the blue fly’s perferenoe for stable refuse, 
and by these preferences extermination of both 
tlie mosquito and the house fly can be rend¬ 
ered a simple nuttier. 1'ideas done iu the 
cold weather the house fly could be extermin¬ 
ated only by the Goverment assuming con¬ 
trol of utl stable refuse exactly as a oorpora- 
tkm assumes control of bouse garbage. The 
refuse conveyed to one center would draw nil 
of tlie progenitor to the same center where 
they would lx* trapjied ami destroyed. The 
destruction of one of either progenetors would 
tie tantamount to tlie destruction of millions 
of the progeny. 

■ Sterilizing water by issuing kerosene upon 
it is a delusion, unless viewed as a profit to 
tlie oil trust. It has an effect and that Is 

■ about all. If there are wrigglers In the water 
at the time when tlie kerosene Is applied it 
kills the wlgglers, txit if there are mi wrig¬ 
glers present the effect Is nil. The fly will 
not blow sterilized water any more Hum the 
blue fly will blow salt meat. In tlie first 
place she will not lie drawn to the water but 
she will lie drawn In some other direction 
where the water has not been sterilized. After 
the effects of the Kerosene iuive ilied away 
she may return at next s|«wnlng, so that the 
result lias been nominally nothing. The only 
way to extennimite any peat is to exterminate 
Die progenitor then the extermination will be 
permanent. 

To extennimite tlie mosquito, the Govern¬ 
ment,local or general,should begin work in the 
cold weather ut least tiefore the swamps begin 
to sour. Operating upon a large scale long 
Uuiks, eucli containing something over u bur- 
rel of rain wuter are placed upon the running 
gears of wagons him I hauled through tlie 
country. The water Is soured urtlllclully by a 
small lire underneath. The Jostle of one such 
wugon will occasion tin evaporation exceed- 
| ing that of a small swamp, and by moving 
, about will collixd. all the files of a locality.
